The impagt of the wholesale 
Liberal. rejeétion of separatism 
should be ¢onsiderable in Quebec. 
Mr. Levesque has been-one of the 
leading yoices advocating an inde- 
pendent course for the province. It 
is sighificant that at the moment 
of truth, when his party had to de- 
cidé clearly between one policy and 
tHe other, only nine votes were 
éounted in favor of his policy, com- 
pared with more than 1,200 against. 

That is a valuable clarification 
of at least one aspect of the Con- 


federation. problem. The obvious 
question now is: What proportion 
of the great body of the people of 
Quebec ‘would register a similar 
opinién- if it came to a ballot? It 
is a question fraught with vital sig- 
nificance for Canada, and one which 
ultimately must be answered. 

‘fhe vote for Mr. Lesage’s policy 
does not, of course, solve the prob- 
lem. ‘There still remains a need for. 
complete clarification of what is im- 
plied in ‘the concepts of “special 
status” and “new constitution.” 
These could run from fairly innoc- 
uous provisions to extremes which 
might prove impossibie~ to imple- 
ment. 

But the decisive stand of. the 
Quebec Liberals has at least set a 
limit to the breadth of the problem. 
That portion of the people of Quebec 
represented at the ‘annual Party 
membership meeting last weekend 
want their province to remain a part 
of Confederation. They have set an 
example and a ,pace which other 
political .groups in Quebec should 
emulate. The whole problem of 
Quebec's relationship to Confedera- 
tion has too long been confused and 
exacerbated by cloudy terms and 
ambiguous statements from spokes- 
men at various levels. A good deal 
of fear and speculation might prove 
unfounded if we could hear directly 
from the people themselves.

Even a pseudo-freedom would help 
... the Greek people wilt not hear 
ali the truth, but at least will not 
be poisoned and duped by massive 
daily doses of lies and propaganda.” 

The military junta which seized 
control of Greece last April did So 
on the grounds of “purifying the 
nation” of Communism, corruption 
and immorality. But, says the Inter- 
national Commission of Jurists, a 
respected body of judges and lawy- 
ers: “The acts of those in power... 
are not only incompatible with the 


Rule of Law, but also in| open con- 
tradiction to their own statements 
of policy. It would seem most danger- 
ous to claim ... to be restoring 
democracy by uprooting it . . . The 
censorship of the works of great 
classical authors, and the obligation 
on Civil servants to go to mass (re- 
gardless of their religious belief) will 
not bring into being a high moral 
order or any kind of order.” 

Cataloguing the long list of the 
“more notorious” actions of the re- 
gime—the mass arrests, dismember- 
ment of the bar and rigid control of 
the courts, censorship of. the press 
and enforced publication of propa- 
ganda, rendering non-existent all 
freedom of opinion and expression, 
depriving citizens of their right to 
take part in the government of their 
country, and more — the jurists’ 
group stated in its latest bulletin: 
‘Each day seems to bring a worsen- 
ing in the situation.” 

Surely after six.months the time 
has come for the Western allies of 
Greece to express their displeasure 
with the military dictatorship. more 
openly, to make it clear that unless 
the promised restoration of demo- 
cratic procedures is speeded up the 
existing ties will be cut. 


The Money, Not the Principle 


LDERMAN MARTIN LUKAIT- 

is of Duncan proposes a very 
practical - but unacceptable philo- 
sophy of. crime and punishment to 
members of that city’s council.

Mr. Lukaitis should contemplate 
the ultimate possibility of the pro- 
cedure he advocates: an onslaught on 
the public by the police to wring 
revenue from it—an approach which 
does considerable violence to the 
principle of justice, and which could 
be costly if convicted persons. took 
the option of time in jail rather than 
a fine.

It the debate over abortion reform is 
not to go. off the rails, it is essential that 
certain points should be- borne in mind: 

No’ one is advocating abortion as a 
means of improving the race or 
eliminating any particildr race or class 
oF people. 

No one proposed to make abortion 
compulsory under any circumstances. In 
all the legislation that has been 
suggested, the consent of the. woman or 
girl involved would-be necessary; and-if 
she was under-a certain age her parents 
or other. guardians would also have to 
consent, 

Under the present provisions of. the 
Criminal Code, a doctor may legally 
perforra an abortion only if it is 
necessary to save the life of the mother, 


Basic Proposal 


The basic change in the law which all 
advocates of liberalization want, would 
authorize doctors to perform an abortion 
where continuation of the pregnancy 
would endanger, not necessarily the life, 
but the physical or mental health of the 
mother. Many members of Parliament 
are prepared to go further—and_support 
legislation which would legalize abortion 
when the pregnancy is the result of rape 
or-incest; when the child is likely to be 
grossly deformed or an idiot; or when 
the birth of the child would create a risk 
to the future well-seing of the mother or 
her other children. 

These proposals are certain to arouse 
bitter. controversy. But they should, be 


discussed. on their own merits—not 
mixed. up. with unfounded fears of 
genocide.

Constitutional ‘Fair Shares’ Must Be Fairly Applied 


HE Quebec Liberals’ repudiation of 

the separatist doctrine enunciated by 
Mr. Levesque may do little to reduce the 
tensions in-:the country. The special

Canadians generally. It can be argued 
persuasively (as it was at the recent 
federal Conservative’ convention) that the 
French minority in other provinces has 
been treated less fairly than the English 
minority: in Que ec. Thus the issue has 
eppeared' to be equality of rights or, 
when set in economic terms, “fair 
ehares’”” and this has naturally aroused 
much sympathy among English-speaking 
persons. 


Imposition 

As now outlined by Mr. Gerin-Lajoie 
and his colleagues of the constitutional 
committee however, special status looks 
very much like an attempt to impose 
Quebec's will on the rest of the country. 
There is a very definite assumption in 
the’ report that the powers claimed by 
Quebec will not be claimed by. other 
provinces. Without this assumption _ the 
scheme, which is. probably unworkable in 
ally case, would be utterly preposterous. 


The new constitution sought by 
Quebec Liberals would ensure the new 
republican state of Quebec control over 
radio and television, selection of immi- 
grants, manpower policy, all welfare, 
certain categories of transport, marriage 
and divorce, undersea rights, maritime 
fisheries and insurance. Quebec™ would 
have greater powers in economic plan- 
ning and must Ye accorded a direct role 
in the planning of monetary and tariff 
pulicy for the whole of Canada. The 
Supreme Court of Canada would, be 
displaced in favor of a final Quebec 
court of appeal and, in disputes over 
jurisdiction, a ‘‘real constitutional _ tri- 
bunal.”” Quebee would also be free to 
enter into ‘international agreements in 
ficlds within its own jurisdiction. 


One might assume, at first glangee, 
that Mr. Gerin-Lajoie has been drawing 
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on the constitutional experience of 
some: emergent African. states. Thus 
Uganda is a republic but its constitution 
deferred sufficiently to tribal loyalties to 
establish a federal relationship between 
the central government and four king- 
doms, Unfortunately this noble experi- 
ment ended in discord with 
shelling—the palace _of the King of 
Buganda and chasing him out of the 
cvuniry. 


Unlikely 


Whether for this or other reasons, the 
committee is evidently in some doubt 
about the republican solution as applied 
solely to the state of Quebec. Its 
sclution, put forward rather politely, is 
that the whole country should change its 
institutions to conform with the Quebec 
pattern.

arrangement with a sovereign power.” 
Not only is it proposed that Quebeo 
should be entitled to enter into such 
arrangements within a greatly broadened 
field of jurisdiction; it is also maintained 
that the new state will have the right to 
membership in: international organiza- 
tions dealing with these matters. 

Special status would also accord 
Quebee a direct role in planning tariff 
and monetary policies. If the committee 
is’ correct’ in believing that -other 
provinces will enter no such denfands on 
Otiawa, we will o»viously have a two-tier 
arrangement with the new republic 
exercising rights not belonging to its 
former equals. Even if the new role falls

But does the committee have any 
right to assume that the other provinces 
will-obliginglyaccept.a subordinate role 
sc that all these sensitive matters can be 
adjusted between Ottawa and Quebec 
City? This surely is not so very different 
from Mr.—Levesque's~ bland-assumption 
that, after the destruction of the country, 
we will all come cheerfully,to the table, 
as if nothing had happened, and work out 
common market arrangements in the 
spirit of good, pragmatic businessmen 
closing a profitable deal. 


Decimalized 


What happens if the other provinces, 
some of which have enjoyed 100 years of 
equality, insist on equality now? Then we 
shal! have 10 CBCs (not to mention 
CTVs), 10 immigration policies, 10 
governments regulating manpower, 10 
vetoes on tariff and monetary policy, 10 
governments entering into agreements 
with sovereign powers and claiming 
seats on international organizations. The 
country, having been saved ‘from sepa- 
ratism, would simply fly apart. 


Merely by following Quebec's 
example, the other provinces would, of 
course, remove the special character 
from special status. It has to be 
assumed that they would not follow or 


the whole proposition is ridiculous. But\__# 


making that assumption, it is surely 
clear. that the Lesage Liverals are not 
now contending for equal rights (al- 
though some of their other proposals are 
inspired by that consideration) or for 
“far shares” in a new’confederation.

Best ‘Young Canadians 
Bound to Get in Trouble

We. hesitate each time before writing 


the Company of Young Canadians. It has 


become such a whipping target for the 
righteous 

We, remind’ ourselves 
that thé company is still 


experimental: It has been 
going less than two years. 
It doesn't cost that much 
(ess than $2,000,000 “a 
year).. Indeed it isn't big 
enough yet to do much 
harm or good cr even be 
dangerous. 

Six. weeks. ago we wrote 
that the. problems besetting 
the company should not be 
blamed on the leadership or an overlead of 
kooky types. 

We plumped for the simple explanation that 
“there. aren't enough able, serious’ young 
Canadians willing to give a year or two of 
their lives to service within Canada on projects: 
which are at the periphery of our society and

economy.” , ' 
Since then we've been buttonholed by 
several of the company’s volunteers. They 


disagree with much of the 
nasty press their organiza- 
jon has been getting. 

They didn’t rate our last 
piece as vicious or com- 
—pletely_destructive-but they 
felt we were unfair be- 
cause we hadn't bothered 
to look at some of the 
successful projects or at 
members of the company 
tess notorious>ttan~ David 
DePoe or Lynn Curtis. 

It happened that-One of us has been in 
touch with a “volunteer” for some months and 
he happened to come east last week from his 
working base in Calgary. 

He looked us up and presented an engaging 
‘case for the company. What follows is our 
paraphrase and compression of his arguments. 

His name is Bernie Muzeen: At 29 he’s older 
than most of the volunteers, has qualifications 
and successful working time as a mechanical 
engineer, and much pre-company experience in 
boys’ work. 

A year ago August, Bernie went to Calgary 
at the request of a committee representing 14 
agencies (such as the National Council of 
Jewish Women, the YMCA, the Junior League) 
to work in Victoria Park, a section of Calgary 
which time and progress had left behind. 

Victoria Park was a rectangle of about 20 
city blocks with much old housing in a mixture 
of minor businesses. There’s migration in and 
out.of Victoria Park. Responsible people were 
saying ‘‘something has to be done about the 
Victoria Park areas." 

* * * 

Bernie was expected to survey the area and 
find out what its problems seemed to be in 
terms of people and organizations. 

What help and assistance was needed? Who 
should.give it? What future.did the area Lpave? 
What future for it was in the minds’ of. its 
residents? 

In the first months on the scene Bernie took 
@ room in the area, then he made over a 
thousand visits to homes and businesses,

‘quizzing people, talking to them about their 


concerns. 

He began to build up acquaintances and a 
personal recognition, especially with the kids 
and their mothers. By Christmas he had 
identified at least 30 major concerns of the 
people. 

He couldn’t take up so many for further 
study so he decided to concentrate on four: 
Recreation for youth;' dropouts from school; 
the Metis-Indian difficulties as city-dwellers; 
ufban renewal. 

Urban renewal was exciting, both renters 
and property-owners in the area because a 


about * 


chunk of it was supposed to become part of an 
expanded Calgary Stampede grounds . 

Bernie won't make claims about his work 
than to point out that a residents’ 
committee was formed after his arrival, that 
his organization has*a working executive, a 
chairman for each of the blocks in the area, 
and already, a record for getting attention and 
a response from officials and politicians at all 
three levels of government. > 

Mr.. Muzeen showed us a copy of a brief 
prepared by the residents’ committee on urban 
renewal and public housing. It is impressive, 
cogently expressed, reflecting much knowl- 
edge, and concluding with very positive 
recommendations. 

The greatest pride of the CYC man is that 
he didn’t write the brief, he didn’t’ prod or 
shove the local people into doing it. This was 
their own achievement, reached through the 
difficult democratic way of countless meetings 
and discussions. 

Mr. Muzeen told us that once. the 
stimulation he brought the residents began_to 
lead to their activity, many of the persons-in 
the agencies which sponsored him began to 
worry. 

They began to doubt him. They thought he 
was identifying too closely with the people, 
that he erred in his responsibility in not report- 
ing back to them often enough. 

* * * 

He began to hear.that he was. ‘‘necking. the. 
boat,’” he heard that he was a political leftist 
and agitator. 

This last charge has its humor because we 
know him as’one of those rather rare activists 
in social matters who seem incapable of 
partisanship: 

His point to us was that anyone who does 
work leading to the creation of organized 
activity by citizens is suspect, especially - by 
people already in politics or welfare work. 

Thus any CYC volunteer worth his salt is 
very likely to get into trouble with somebody 
especially with persons in the governing, 
administering, and politicking establishments. 

This volunteer believes that MPs who 
passed the bill creating the company “didn’t 
know what they were about.” 

Nor did the first volunteers realize how 
tough the work was going to be, especially on 
projects in small; remote towns or in 
hinterland Indian reservations. 

The company hasn’t any open-end, continu- 
ing projects.in which a routine and a pattern 
develops. This the challenge is to the creative 
and to the persistent. 

Many volunteers have not been able to 
take the total immersion, the 24 hours a day 
conimitment. 

Some have become big-headed after initial 
successes and have thought themselves heroic 
and their work something monumental 

Mr. Muzeen believes volunteers shouldn't 
stay long in one place. Even: two years is very 
long. Volunteers need assistance continually, 
especially in keeping a sense of proportion 
about success and failure, praise and 
persecution. 

He believes there are literally thousands of 
places in Canada where CYC volunteers can do 
great work for-a brief time in bringing people 
together to help themselves, especially to 
launch participation in public affairs. 

Certainly, such work as catalysts, as 
prompters of organization and action, seems to 
be the main objective of the company at this 
time. 

In our minds, this work is by and large 
what political parties and political . partisans 
should be tindertaking. ‘And because of its 
nature — so much or so nearly political — the 
company is likely to be in trouble and under 
attack so long as this main objective is 
retained. 

But if the company is fortunate enough to 
have a goodly proportion of Muzeens it may 
continue on and on and be worthwhile.

THE WORLD NEEDS BETTER LIARS” 


The only truly effective way 
to close the- credibility gap is 
to tell better lies. 

The lie enjoys an honorable 
tradition in politics and 
diplomacy. Its exponents 
range from. Plato, whose 
“royal lie’ was a basis of his 
republic, to the recent Ameri- 
can diplomat who entitled his 
memoirs ‘Lying In. State,’ 
which -he . published after 
distinguished service to his 
country. 

The efficacy of the lie has 
heen recognized: by_all investi- 
gators of human credulity — 
Lucian, Cervantes, Swift, 
Oscar Wilde, Mark’ Twain, to 
mention only a few. No 
serious students ever sug- 
gested that truth is an 
effective substitute. 

A glance at the basic 
principles of political lying, as 
these are embodied in one of 
the classical works. on the 
subject, will quickly indicate 
how far present inept practice 
fall below the standards set 
by tradition. These principles 
were set forth in 1712 by Dr. 
John Arbuthnot, Queen Anne’s 
physician, in the ‘Art of 
Political Lying.”’ i 


His crowning admonition is 
that the best contradiction of 
a lie is not the truth but 
another lie. 

Where Arbuthnot can offer 
needed guidance to govern- 
ment officials charged ‘with 
the responsibility of public 
lying -is in the essential 
matter—of--not—overstraining 
the credulity .of the public. A 
lie of any. species, he says, 
whether additory, defamatory, 
or translatory, is totally in- 
effective if it is not believed, 
and no man spreads a lie with 
so good grace as one who 
believes it. 

There should also ‘be suf- 
ficient variety that the same 
lie need not be obstinately 
insisted upon. The ill success 
of many lies is due to the fact 
that the market is glutted by 
too much of a bad commodity 
being retailed at one time. 

Venting nothing but the 
truth for three months may 
give credit fo lies for six 
months following

insects, die out and revive 
again in a different form. 

Arbuthnot could not have 
foreseen the potential of lies, 
which now travel with the 
speed of light. In the matter 
of their duration, however, his 
comments are of as much 
pith and moment as. the day 
they were written. Witness 
the short life of our major lie. 
since the Second World War 
— the one about the U-2 
flights. 

This’ lie was so poorly 
constructed that it had to be 
contradicted by the truth, in 
violation of basie principles. 

Since he had jailed one of 
our U-2 pilots, Khrushchev had 
every reason. to expect from 
us a top-grade performance 
which would help him ‘conceal 
from his people the state -of 
their air defence, which the U- 
2’s had been penetrating for 
years. Unfortunately the. state 
department was unequal to 
the challenge. Though 
promptly uttered, its official 
lie (to use Oscar Wilde’s 
words) hardly rose “above the 
level or misrepresentation,” a 
half-hearted bureaucratic per- 
formance convincing nobody. 


Its weak and fitful existence 
was abruptly extinguished by 
President Eisenhower’ when 
he said the flights were real 
happenings which he had 
helped arrange and had 
known about all along. 

“Tf,” as Wilde observed 
despairingly in the ‘Decay of 
Lying,” ‘‘a man is sufficiently 
unimaginative to produce 
evidence in support of a lie, 
he might just as well speak 
the truth at once.” 

There is hope that science 
may replace art in-these vital 
matters. Owing to advances in 
technology, future lying 
promises to take forms and 
achieve degrees of conviction 
that Dr. Arbuthnot, living 
before the. industrial ' and 
atomic revolutions; could not 
have imagined. Lies are being 
inereasingly « buttressed = by 
numeric, as opposed to 
verbal, misrepresentation. 

It is rumored that the 
American ggyvernment is 
sponsoring the development of 


high-intensity lies which, when 
activated at ground zero, will 


_ utterly convince all survivors, 


however stupefied, within a 
radius of 50 miles. The cost 
effectiveness of the technique 
-has been sufficiently. demon- 
strated to justify its funding. 


Improvements in lethal 
range can be ‘expected as 
development proceeds. Full- 
scale tests are tentatively 
scheduled | for 1968. 


Filling Pots’ 
ot Education

A great deal of prominence has been given to 


the findings of 


a University. of 


British Columbia 


geography. professor with regard to his students’ poor 
knowledge of Canadian geog graphy. 


However, in looking at the 
professor’s findings, I believe 
that we. must. take into 
account the purpose of educa- 
tion. 


If the purpose of education 
is to fill a student with facts 
and expect him to recite-these 
facts on command, -then. per- 
haps. .there - is room for 
criticism, “However, if , the 
purposé° of education is to 
teach a sfudent to think for 
himself, the fact. that a 
student has’ an ignorance of 
geographical facts about Ca- 
nada‘is of no great conse- 
quence. 

Those who think itis. of 
great consequence are. uncon- 
sciously adopting what the 
prominent British educator, 
Sir Alex Clegg, has called the 


“pot-filling”’ purpose _ of teach- 


“ing: 


Doing a Poor Job 


In terms of this concept the 
child’s mind is a pot and the 
teacher’s—job-is—te-fill it as 
full as possible with important 
facts. Obviously, the teachers 
of Canada, at first glance at 
least, aren't doing a very good 
job of “pot-filling.”” They 
shouldn't be to blame for this. 

The alternative concept as 
expressed by Sir Alex was 
that the teacher's function 
was that of ‘“‘fire lighter’’ to 
light fires under children, to 
the point that they would wish 
to learn for themselves. The 
other purpose, of course, is 
the development of the mind, 
the ‘power to think, and 
knowing a lot of bare facts 
may not be at all important in 
terms of that consideration. 

The modern concept is that 
there is little point in teaching 
facts, because they only dis- 


appear from the mind any- 
way, unless used and used 
fairly. regularly. And there are 
so- many facts in today’s 
world, due to the knowledge 
explosion, that one — cannot 


possibly store in memory all 
of the important facts. 

The U.S. educationist, 
Jerome Bruner, suggests, for 
example, that the mind can 
deal with only seven plus or 
minus two items at a time. 
He concludes from this that it 
is necessary to fill the mind 
with gold rather than dross. 
Gold could be represented by 
concepts, by principles, by 
laws, by theories and other 
like generalizations, and dross 
by bare facts. 


Look.Up Facts 


Bare facts can always be 
looked up. This is another 
reason why teaching should 
not aim at the drilling of 
facts, no matter how im- 
portant some people might 
consider them to be from a 
nationalistic or patriotic point 
of view. 

While I do believe that 
students should have some 
knowledge of the geography of 
their country, the important, 
meaningful way of getting 
that kind of knowledge is to 
get around the country. Cer- 
tainly in the national interest 
we should encourage the free 
movement of people, including

JOHN MORTON 


John. Morton and his 
partners Sam Brighouse and 
William Hailstone were the 
first settlers in the area that 
is now Vancouver. On Nov. 3, 
1862, they filed on District Lot 
185 and on it built a cabin, 
close to the present site of the 
Marine Building. 

Morton was a Yorkshire- 
man, born April 16, 1834, and 
raised to be a potter. But in 
1862 he put aside his clay and 
came to British Columbia to 
seek a fortune in the Cariboo. 
A travelling companion in the 
Atlantic paddlewheeler ‘Great 
Eastern” was his cousin, Sam 
Brighouse. On board ship they 
became friendly with William 
Hailstone. 

The three combined . their 
resources and eventually 
arrived at New Westminster. 
They saw some coal there. As 
a potter,. Morton” knew that 
certain valuable kinds of clay 
were to be found near coal so 
he went with an Indian to find 


its source, The Indian led him 
over a forest trail fo-—False 
Creek and showed him a 
seam at either Prospect Point 


or at a point where the foot of ° 


Burrard Street is today. Then 
they canoed through First 
Narrows and south to English 
Bay. 

Morton took his partners to 
see the fine harbor and they 
agreed to pre-empt land: there 
at $1 the acre. All New 
Westminster laughed and 
called them three ‘“‘Greenhorn 
Englishmen.” They ended up 
with about 540 acres of what 
was to be the most valuable 
real estate in British 
Columbia. 


They made two trips to the 
Cariboo. not realizing they 
already had found the pot of 
gold at the foot of, the 
rainbow. Later they took 
turns living in their cabin 
while the others worked 
where they could. They kept 
cows and sold milk in pioneer 
Granville. Morton returned to 
England to marry Jane Anne 
Bailey in 1878. They had. two 
children; but in 1881: Mrs. 
Morton died in poverty. John 
dug ditches on Lulu Isiand 
and peddled milk. He bought 
a farm .at Mission. and he 
married again to Ruth Mouat. 


His holdings incteased in 
value and when he died in 
1912 at 78 his estate was 
valued at over $769,000. He 
left $100,000 and seven acres 
of city land to the Baptist 
Educational Board and 
another $11,000 for the con- 
struction of the Ruth Morton 
Memorial Church. 

Sam. Brighouse married a 
beautiful Spanish widow. Hail- 
stone married in England. All 


three died wealthy—and 
within—13 months of each 
other.

Not Significant 

If publicity is to.be given to 
such studies as thdse con- 
ducted at the University of 
British Columbia, then I think 
that the publicity should be 
related to the meaningful 
aspect of the study and again 
I say that it’s not signifi¢ant 
that students do not know the 
bare geographical facts. 

I believe” that the real 
significance of this study is 
that the- young people of 
Canada are not getting around

Understanding this is a vital 
factor in establishing full 


communication between Eng- 
lish and French Canada, and 
through this complete national 
unity on a bilingual and a 
bicultural basis. 


When you are a newcomer 
to today’s Quebec, this ‘differ- 
ence in the French-Canadian 
characters shows itself in any 
number of _ways, some _of 
them fairly startling to an 
English Canadian. 

The French-Canadian for 
instance, believes that little 
laws are made to be broken 
— like walking against red 
lights, and wheeling through 
stop signs with only a small 
drop in momentum,.a com- 
mon procedure known as ‘‘the 
Quebec stop.” 

He doesn’t mind too much if 
big laws are broken, too, as 


of flair. 


Quebec’s Tate premier 
Maurice.Duplessis._broke a 
few rules here and _ there 
(many Quebecers still refer ‘to 
his reign of power as the 
“dark age of Quebec’”’) but he 
wasn’t much liked because he 
didn’t do it with finesse. ~~ 

Montreal's late Mayor 
Camilien Houde, onthe other 
hand, broke a lot of rules *— 
and everybody loved him. ‘‘He 
had such — such a flair,” a 
French-Canadian will explain, 
with appropriate gestures. 

On my way West recently, 
there were some 150 teen-age 
boys and girls on the train on 
their way home from Expo to 
Lethbridge, Alberta. 

The supervising teachers 
told me they were just as 
wide-eyed about Montreal 
and: Quebec itself as they 
were about Expo. They'd had 
great sport dodging cars in 
Montreal - a form of 
“chicken” played by 
pedestrians and _ motorists 
alike — and both the boys and 
girls were fascinated by the 
Quebec teen-age look. 


For—tack—of—-a— better 
comparison, young people in 
Quebec. dress like London 
mods in French. labels. 
Generally Speaking, the boys 
wear their hair and sideburns 
long. The girls wear their 
hair. short, rely heavily on

dramatic makeup, and 
don’t use lipstick. 

As. both boys and girls grow 
older, their appearance be- 
comes a little less radical, but 
the ‘fine sense of flair 
remains 

As an English - Canadian 


friend remarked with a small 
sigh when I first arrived: ‘In 
Quebec, even the homely girls 
are pretty.” 

On the surface; none of this 
would appear to have much to 
do with national unity among 
English and French-Cana- 
dians. In fact, it, does. 

The—French-Canadian- looks 
different, thinks different 
and acts, and reacts , dif- 
ferently from—his fellow Ca- 
nadians. His character is 
rootéd in France even 
though he has broken physi- 
cally with these historic roots 
— and his own description of 
his nationality is “Canadien.” 

As long as I was in Quebec 


and although I made many 
friends. among’ French- 
Canadians, I and all: other

“a” Canadians, while they 
were “‘e’’ Canadiens. 
The distinction will end 


when all of Canada is fully 
bilingual. Meanwhile, you can 
be sure that th@ Quebecer, 
both French and English 
Canadian, will play a hard- 
driving game on the political 
courts at Ottawa. 

He has the voting power, 
and. he intends to use it, He 
has the threat of separatism 
hanging like “a baseball bat 
over Ottawa's head and he 
intends to use that, too. 


And he Has few scruples 
about breaking a rule here and 
there, or seizing an advantage 
as long as it furthers the 
Quebec objective — providing 
it is done with a certain flair. 

Not long ago, a multi- 
million - dollar housing project 
was announced by Premier 
Daniel Johnson’s ruling Union 
Nationale government to be 
begun sometime late this year 
or early next. 

The government took full 
credit for this heady boom in 
the province’s housing and 
economy, even though a very 
small part of the cost actually 
is to be borne by Quebec. The 
lion’s share is to be supplied 
by Ottawa. 

When I pointed this out to a 
French-Canadian friend who 
had been crowing loudly about 
Quebec's economic virility; he 
shrugged. ‘‘So what?” he said. 


“What does. it matter where 
the money comes from, as 
long as Quebec gets it?” 

When I asked- him why such 
a windfall should go to Quebec 
so soon after Expo, - he 
replied 

“So what? The West gets its 


wheat subsidies from Ottawa. 
So we get our own kind of 


subsidy,” 

, “The Eastern provinces,” 1! 
said, ‘could have used <a 
project like this. They. don’t

get wheat subsidies. 

Again he shrugged. ‘We got 
there first. In Ottawa, _ it's 
every man for himself.” 

I did. not meet many 
Quebecers who spoke quite as 
bluntly and ‘as callously as 
this one did; but. the ‘same 
basic attitude is there. We 
want this for Quebec, it Says. 
And we want this for Canada,

We will keep our language 
and our culture and if the rest 
of Canada wishes to share it 
with us on an equal basis — 
just as we share theirs — we 
will all get along well together 
and go on to a unified future. 

Failing that, our language, 
our culture and our province 
must core first.. If it proves 
to -be to our advantage to 
remain a part of Canada, we 
will, if not, then we will have 
to separate. 

This was the attitude of the 
French-Canadians that I met 
during my two years. in 
Quebec. It was an attitude, I 
found, that was shared by the 
“new wave” of English Cana- 
dians who live in Quebec. 

It is an attitude that leaves 
no room for compromise, 

The waiting period was & 
long one, and now it is over. 
It lasted 100 years. 

Today’s Quebecer won't 
wait another 100 years for 
national recognition, He may 
be prepared to talk about it 
today, but he wants. it to- 
morrow. 

The: day after that sounds 
suspiciously like yesterday to 
the French-Canadians and 
their English Canadian sup- 
porters in the province of 
Quebec. It has the old, 
familiar ring of 1867, and all 
the years between.

-for that reason, have never} 
been refused, 

“They. have usually” been for 
special projects undertaken by 
the gallery,” Mr. Boucher said. 

David Silcox, advisory arts) 
officer with the Canada Council, 
said Victoria’s could be the best 
of tho—-smaller__galleries in 
Canada. 

“Your local councils should} 
appreciate that a gallery of this 
calibre is a very great asset 
both in prestige and tourist 
value.” : 

Mr. Silcox said the Canada

Sit quietly and listen to Bess 
talk about MS and you. soon 
realize why she is so vitally 
inverested in her work. And 
why there is suéh a need to 
aid and to encourage those 
with this mysteriqus disease. 

She quickly explains that 
multiple sclerosis is ~#®~erip- 
pling disorder of the central 
nervous system the cause of 
whien is still-a mystery and 
for which medical science has 
yet to find-a cure, It usually 
attacks those in the prime of 
life. 

Then she goes-on to tell you 
that it was just after she 
came to Victoria that Mrs. M. 
Jennings (both she and. her 
daughter were MS patients) 
organized the Victoria Branch 
of the MS Society of Canada. 
Mrs. Jennings became the 
first, president and Bess 
volunteered to do the clerical 
work,

Funds were raised by tag

the B.C. Federation of La>our 
opens in v ancouver next 
Monday. 


‘ About 400 delegates are ex- 
pected to attend the week-long 
meeting. which will consider 
nearly a, dozen 
more than 100 resolutions.
